Due to Stroke 


Had Enjoyed 


Acclaim With Stan 


Laurel for 20 Year* 
HOLLYWOOD W - O l i v e r 
Hardy, the rotund partner of the 
fam ed Laurel and Hardy movie 
comedy team , died of the results 
of a paralytic stroke at 7:25 a.m. 
p.d t. today. He was 65. 
The plump comedian, who woo 
worldwide acclaim with Stan Lau­ 
rel over a span of more than two 
decades, succumbed at the North 
Hollywood home of his mothei. 
in-law after 
a long illness, llis 
wife of 17 years, Lucille, was by 
his side. They had no children 
HARDY. WHO weighed over 
200 pounds, had been in "very 
poor" condition since suffering a 
stroke a year ago. He was para­ 
lyzed and could not talk. He could 
barely eat and make motions with 
one hand. 
Death, attributed to the effects 
of the stroke Sept. 12. 1956. left 
Hardy almost completely para­ 
lyzed. He had been trying to tell 
his wife something ever since the 
stroke but never was able to write 
the message. 
HARDY FIRST was hospitalized 
in n e a r b y Burba; k after the 
stroke. Then ha went to bis own 
home in North Hollywood and. 
about six months ago, to the home 
of hit mother-in-law, Mrs. Monmc 
L. Jones. 
H ardys partner. Laurel, 6?, 
suffered a stroke in Jine, 1935, 
and was reported nearly recov­ 
ered from if. The pair was about 
to start a TV series at the time 
of the thin comedian's illness. 
The last film they made was 
"Robinson Crusoe" in 1949. 
THE HEFTY comedian h a d 
been living in'retirem ent, but his 
popularity was revived recently 
with the reshowing of many of 
the old Laurel and Hardy comedy 
classics on television. 
He appeared in some 200 films 
with Laurel during the past 30 
years. One of his best known com 
ody characteristics was the bash 
ful fingering of his tie. He drew 
belly laughs with such slapstick 
antics as tailing out of windows, 
bumping info doors and hitting his 
finger with a ham mer. 
NO OTHER COMEDY team was 
believed to have won such wide 
ovation as "Stan and O 11 i e." 
Their act was essentially panto­ 
mime. which was largely respon­ 
sible for their success before E ur­ 
opean audiences. They developed 
a distinctive style and. in Mack 
Sennett comedies, were the first 
comedians to slow the tempo of 
a picture. 
The pair seldom followed their 
scripts closely, improvising most 
of their antics as they went along.

COST OF STATE GOVERNMENT 
CONTINUES CLIMBING 
(Hrmel N'rwil 


The stale'* new budget— which calls for 
spending more than $5.5 million a day 
— has been In effect only a couple of 
weeks hut already the work has start­ 
ed on the next mammoth budget. 
, 
' Finance Director John M. Pierce has 
Issued a call to all state departments 
for budget requests for the 1958-59 fis­ 
cal year —• due between September 15 
and October 1. This means the depart­ 
ments, themselves, must screen the pro­ 
posed spending of their divisions be­ 
tween now and that time; the finance 
department will work over the whole 
program until December; the governor's 
office will prepare its budget from the 
results: and the legislature will tackle 
it shortly after the first of the year. 
Peirce’s statement to the department 
notes the current fiscal year will leave 
no rarry-over of surplus in the general 
fund and preliminary 'estimates of re­ 
venues and expenditures show an oper­ 
ating deficiency well In excess of $100 
million. 
It will be interesting to see how the 
department heads react to this grim 
warning of a deficiency operation. For 
years, the economy bloc in the legisla­ 
ture has been making claims that the 
only way to cut state expenditures is 
to give the state department a deficien­ 
cy, rather than a surplus, to work with. 
With the costs of California's govern­ 
ment mounting annually, It's natural 
there are many attempts to place the 
blame. Probably the real vllltans in the 
piece are the 1560 persons a day that 
are added to the state's population — 
560,000 a year— as reported just this 
week. 
The governor, of course, comes in for 


his shsre of the blame, although Gov. 
Goodwin 
J. 
Knight 
often 
expressed 
pride in this year's $U billion budget, 
claiming it was tight and above re­ 
proach on economy matters. 


Then there's the legislature, whose 
reductions usually amount to less than 
1 per cent of the total budget. The law­ 
makers 
are 
ca'led 
spendthrifts. 
Of 
course, for some, the title fits, but more- 
so in connection with special appropri­ 
ation bills than in the budget itself. 
The point many persons miss is that 
the evil, if there is any, usually is ac­ 
complished on the lower levels — the 
preparation of budgets by individual de­ 
partments that will be in progress for 
the next couple of months. This spade 
work does not have to bear the scrutiny 
of the press, the public, or the various 
economy-minded legislative groups. 
Even though the finance department 
may try desperately to "wring the wat­ 
er out" of the departmental budgets, 
the task at times is t^peless. W ily de­ 
partment heads normally ask for con­ 
siderably more money than they expect 
to receive, so any cuts made by Finance, 
the governor, or the legislature, are cal­ 
culated in advance by the bureaucrats. 
Many of the departmental directors 
are carry-overs from the Earl Warren 
administration during the plush war­ 
time and postwar days. Some were pro­ 
moted from lesser jobs and, in almost 
all cases, they are surrounded by sec­ 
ond-string persons who cut their teeth 
on governmental operations during the 
Warren days. 
The philosophy then, and now, seems 
to be that a good state administrator 
is one who provides an increasing level 
of service, regardless of cost. In addi­ 
tion, many are motivated by the drive 
for personal authority and power and 
wage a constant campaign for enlarge­ 
ment of the personnel and activities un­ 
der their jurisdiction.
